Add to the liquor two pints 
ot rectified alcohol and six ounces of the compound alcoolat of citron, and then 
nitre. This tincture diluted with from six to eight pints of water is used as an 
injection.— Journ. dc Phann.

. , ,'yle has successfully treated a case of hypertrophy of the tongue, 

with induiation of the left side, by the use of the hydrocnlorate of gold, (1-5 of a 
gram in milk; frictions on the tongue with lard 5ss., hydrochlorate of gold gr.j.: 
emollient gargles.) In a few days the tongue was reduced to its natural size, the 
induration was dissipated and the patient cured.— Rev. Med. Jan. 1636.
